If it is true that children 
learn at different rates, how 
can they be graded on the 
same basis, officials ask. In 
granding children who may be 
at various stages of mental 
growth, the teacher must 
grade cither upon accomplish 
ment or effort,

Grading Eyed
If a teacher grades upon ac­ 

complishment, Johnny may get 
an "A", while Jimmy gets a 
"C", although Jimmy has work­ 
ed harder and developed fast­ 
er. If a teacher grades upon 
effort, both Johnny and Jim 
my may get "A's", although 
Johnny's work is superior.

The gradeless progress re 
ports are continued only 
through the eighth grade, 
while high school students are 
graded by the A. B. C system 
Both group and individua 
conferences are held with tht 
parents of ninth grade chil 
dren in high school, and then 
has heen discussion of extend 
ing this plan lo higher grad

The main contention o 
school officials is that grades 
on the A, B, C level must be 
explained anyhow, so why 
should they not be explained 
in full?
